1. SUMMARY. ISRAELIS REMAIN CONCERNED RE SIGNIEICANCE 
OF RABAT SUMMIT CONFERENCE FOR PROSPECTS OE 
MAINTAINING MOMENTUM TOWARD ACHIEVING NEGOTIATED 
SETTLEMENTS, PARTICULARLY WITH EGYPT AND JORDAN. ISRAELI 
PRESS ALSO CALLS ATTENTION TO POTENTIAL DANGERS OF PUBLIC 
REJOICING AND SUPPORT EOR PLO AMONG POPULATION OF OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN ANTICIPATION OF MAJOR POLITICAL ADDRESS ON POST-RABAT MIDEAST 
SCENE TO BE DELIVERED IN KNESSET NEXT WEEK, PRIME MINISTER 

HABIN MADE FOLLOWING OBSERVATIONS ON RABAT CONFERENCE IN 
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SPEECH TO MANAGEMENT CENTER CONEERENCE IN TEL AVIV, 
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OCTOBER 31. 

3. BEGIN OFEICIAL GOI TEXT. AS EOR THE RABAT CONEERENCE: 

WE HAVE ATENDENCY TO EALL INTO MOODS, AS IF THAT CONFERENCE 
AD RESULTED IN MAIOR SURPRISES. THE ALGERIA CONEERENCE, 
EOLLOWED BY THE JOINT STATEMENT OE EGYPT, SYRIA AND ARARAT, 

AD PREPARED THE GROUND SUEEICIENTLY TO ELIMINATE THE 
ELEMENT OE SURPRISE ABOUT WHAT HAPPENED IN RABAT. 

TWOQUESTIONS ARISE IN THE WAKE OE THE RABAT SUMMIT: 

WILL EGYPT BE ABLE TO CONTINUE, AFTER RABAT, MOVING TOWARDS 
PEACE-NOT ALONE, BUT SEPARATELY, AS SHE DID ON OCCASION 
OE THE SEPARATION AGREEMENT? THIS IS THE CENTRAL

MUST NOT DISCOUNT WHAT IS BEING SAID, BUT THE REAL PROOE 
MOMES LATER, WITH HARD FACTS. 

4. THE SECOND QUESTION: IS JORDAN THE PARTNER EOR 
NEGOTIATIONS ON ALL MATTERS OE POLITICAL SETTLEMENT IN 
EAST-OR IS THERE NO JORDAN. HERE, TOO, WE MUST NOT JUMP 

TO PINAL CONCLUSIONS. IN A WAY, THE QUESTION WAS ANSWERED 
IN RABAT, ALLEGING THAT THE TERRORISTS SHOULD BE THOSE PARTNERS.

5. ISRAEL'S ANSWER: THERE ARE NO NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE
